A COWARDLY ASSASSINATION. 


Funeral of the Late General 
Belknap. 


A Bold Train Robbery Near 
Kansas Oity. 


Fire and Loss ef Life. 
By Associated Press. | 

Syracuse (N. V.), Oct. 16.—The 
magnificent Leland Hotel, the most 
modern and the finest appointed hotel 
in Central New York, is to-day noth- 
ing but a mass of smouldering ruins. 
At 12:45 this morning the fire was 
first discovered in the region of the 
kitchen on the second floor, and in- 
side of fifteen minutes the building 
was in flames from end to end, and 
before thirty minutes had elapsed ihe 
walls had fallen, with the exception of 
the northern corner. 

The whole structare was one seeth- 
ing furnace, to which was added the 
horror that many lives were involved. 
At first it was feared the loss of life 
was about thirty, but as the night 
wore along the number of missing and 
dead was reduced to seven or eight. 

When the flames began to sweep 
through the hotel, Night Clerk Jones 
set the automatic fire alarm bell to 
ringing, and before the rudely awak- 
ened guests could realize what was 
the matter, the flames and smoke 
rushed through the halls, cutting off 
the usual means of exit. Each room 
was provided with a common rope fire 
escape, and by means of these many 
lives were saved. 

The burning hotel, viewed from the 
street, presented a scene which never 
will be forgotten. At many windows 
of the nine stories of the burning 
building could be seén men and women 
piteously calling for help, or making 
their escape by means of the rope ap- 
pliances. 

At a window in the fifth story a man 

and a woman were seen apparently 
struggling in each others arms. The 
woman evidently wanted to throw 
berself out of the window. Below 
them was a sea of flames, and soon 
after they were lost to view. 
On the fifth story, toward the Fay- 
ette street side, four women appeared 
at a window, aud their screams for 
help were heard above the din and 
roar. The firemen shouted, ‘‘Stay 
where you are.“ 

A hook and ladder were put in posi- 
tion and the evils of overhead wires 
were again demonstrated, as the wires 
were in the way and prevented the 
raising of the ladder. Minutes seemed 
hours while one of the Jadder men 
mounted the rounds and cut the wires. 
Among the frightened women at the 
windows was Annie Cummings, one 
of the servants. Her companions 
tried to persuade her from jumping 
headlong into the street. While the 
laddermen were at work boisting the 


jumping net. Miss Cummings jumped 
with the evident intention of landing 
on the net, but missed it and was 
dashed to death. 

On all sides men and women could 
be seen dropping from the windows or 
sliding down the fire escapes. By the 
side of the building at one time lay 
seven persons, unconscious and ib- 
jured. 

Cora Tanner, the actress, when 
aroused, rushed into a gentleman’s 
room, and cried: ‘‘ For God's sake, 
save me! He let her down by a 
rope, and she escaped with only lacer- 
ated hands, saving all her valuables. 
The other members of her company 
also had a narrow eecape. 

The missing are Mary Doyle, a serv- 
ant; Robert Mills of New York, A. J. 
Van Houten of Jersey City, and 
George Wood of Dexter, N. Y. 

The following is the list of dead as 
far as known: Annie Cummings, 
jumped from the fifth floor, instantly 
killed; Wm. E. Harrot of Elizabeth, 
N. J., lowered himeelf by a rope, half 
way down from the fourth floor the 
rope was burned off and he fell to the 
ground and died at 4 4. M.; Rose 
Schwartz, hotel domestic, jumped 
from the fifth floor and died from the 
shock and internal injuries at 8 A. u.; 
an unknown woman, hotel domestic, 
jumped from the fifth floor and was

A Clever Capture.

Cuicaeo, Oct. 15.——Two of the most 
desperate criminals known to the 
Pacific Slope were captured in Chicago 
to-night by James Hume, chief spe- 
cial office of Wells, Fargo & Co. The 
captive desperadoes are Charles H. 
Thorne, alias Dorsey, and George H. 
Shinn. Their last exploit in Califor- 
nia was a daring escape from the State 
Prison at San Quentin. Thorne was 
serving a life sentence for murder and 
robbery; and Shinn was in durance 
for holding up an entire railway train. 
Special officer Hume’s clues led him 
to believe that the pair had drifted to 
Chicago, and with the assistence of 
local officers they were located here. 

To-night at an opportune moment, 
Hume quietly nabbed the astonished 
fugitives, taking them separately, and 
under precautions by the Chicago au- 
thorities that made resistance or 
escape impossible. Thorne and Shinn 
appeared to have no particular occu- 
pation in Chicago, but are not known 
to have participated in any crime here. 
They will be conveyed back to their 
old abode in San Quentin Prison at 
once,

A Cowardly Assassination. 
By Asseciated Press. | 


New York, Oct. 16.—Chief Hen- 
nessy died at the hospital at 9 o’clock 
this morning. The tragedy is one of 
which the Chief and his most inti- 
mate friends have regarded as within 
the range of probability for some years, 
and for two or three years he has been 
accompanied by some trusted friend 
on his way heme. Last night he 
walked to the door of his residence, 
and pausing a moment to draw the 
latchkey from his pocket, turned into 
the doorway. It was while in this 
position, with bis side turned towards 
the assassins, that the first two shots 
were fired. The weapons were double- 
barreled shotguns, one barrel of each 
being fired at the same time, and as 
quickly as the ambushed men could 
cock their guns the second barrel was 
fired. The Chief drew his revolver 
and returoed the fire, but the assassins 
escaped before the police arrived, and 
it is not known whether he hit any of 
them or not. 

A Train Robbery. 
By Associated Press.] 

Kansas Crry, Oct. 16.—A bold train 
robbery occurred near this city last 
night. The Omaha express on the 
Missouri Pacific, which leaves at 1:20 
o’clock, was stopped at the State Line 
station, a short distance from the 
Union depot. 

Three men without masks entered 
the first chair car, pretending’ to be 
news agents selling papers. They 
covered the passengers with revolvers, 
compelling them to hand over their 
valuables, and then making their 
escape as the train was leaving the 
station. There were six passengers 
in the car, but it is impossible to say 
how much the robbers succeeded in 
getting. 

The road officials say only one man 
was robbed; that he was standing on 
the platform and the robbers relieved 
him of $23, bat it is generally believed 
they got more.

TYPHOID FEVER. 


What the 


Califernia Beard of 
Health Says. 

The bulletin board of the California 
State Board of Health notes the preva- 
lence of typhoid fever in various parts 
of the State. Speaking of this disease 
the Board says: 


Ihe increase in the prevalence of 
typhoid fever is to be expected at this 
season of the year, and will continue 
year after year until the public appre- 
clate the fact that this is a preventable 
disease and wholly within its own 
power to eradicate. Its prevention 
simply requires perfect cleanliness 
about our person and premises and 
constant watchfulness of the sources 
of supply of our drinking water. All 
water from a suspected source should 
be boiled before using. Numerous in- 
stances are recorded where typhoid 
fever was spread from the rinsing of 
milk cans with water apparently pare, 
but really iniected with the germs of 
— fever capable of infecting the 
milk.“ a

sss AN APPETIZING SIDE-DISH. 


A xEw invention in musical instru- 
ments isa violin piano. A case contain- 
ing six violins, two violas and two vio- 
loncellos resembles a pianoforte frame. 
The instruments are connected by cir- 
cular bands, which are brought into 
contact with the strings by means of 
the keyboards, the hammers of which 
bear upon the bands with varying press- 
ure. 

Ix a certain section of California 
there is said to be a portion of railroad 
exceedingly unique in its construction. 
Where the railroad passes through a 
deep ravine, the trees have been sawed 
off on a level with the surrounding 
country, and the road-bed has been 
formed upon their stamps. At the very 
bottom of the ravine stand two immense 
redwood trees, which have been sawed 
off at a height of seventy-five feet.

“WHEREVER you find petroleum you 
won't find mosquitoes,” said an oil coun- 
try man. Tue infernal insects can’t 
stand the smell of the grease, and wher- 
ever oil wells are plenty there is no call 
for mosquito bars. Over and over again 
I've seen mosquitoes leave a new oil 
field as soon asa well flows. Whether 
petroleum applied to the face and hands 
will drive off mosquitoes 1 don't know. 
But one of the few compensations of the 
driller is that he’s seldom troubled by 
mosquitoes.” 

Hione Tre is an ingenious Chinaman 
who has constructed and put in opera- 
tien in the Chinese quarter of San Fran- 
cisco a complete telephone and electric 
system. He hasa telegraph office, an 
electric-light plant, an electric storage 
outfit, and every other appliance known 
to modern science in a little rookery up 
three flights of stairs. He derives his 
power from storage batteries put up by 
himself. Incandescent lights produced 
by Tie’s own process light up the place 
brilliantly at night, and he has electric 
bells and calls of hisown manufacture 
at his disposal. 

Tun isa negro living in Scriven 
Wunty, Ga., whose home is a huge log. 
This log is twenty feet long and five 
feet in diameter. It is divided into 
three apartments, one of which is occu- 
pied by the proprietor’s three hogs. 
The negro occupies another, and the 
third is filled with hunting and fishing 
apparatus. The negro makes bis liveli- 
hood by hunting and fishing. His 
clothes are of skins of wild beasts and 
he lives alone by himself. His two 
dogs are the flercest to be found any- 
where. He procures his ammunition by 
bartering game witk® the employes 
aboard the Savannah river boats and 
the passengers. 

Tux quantity of meat thrown over- 
board into the Atlantic is very great, 
says an English paper. Out of 185 car- 
goes of animals sent to British ports in 
one year from Canada, consisting of 61,- 
092 head of cattle, 61,382 sheep and 75 
pigs, 658 cattle, 1,170 sheep and one pig 
were consigned to the deep during the 
voyage. Of the 432 cargoes imported 
from the United States to this country, 
comprising 138,661 head of cattle, 30,317 
sheep and 17 pigs, 1,570 of the first and 
857 of the second class of this live stock 
were thrown overboard during the voy- 
age, thus numbering 4,856 animals 
which were pitched into the sea for the 
year. 


; POULTRY PLUCKINGS. 

Lice must be kept down. The fowls 
will not fatten as long as they are 
lousy. 

Pou.try, if well managed. will make 
as cheap meat as any thing that can be 
secured on the farm. 


EsPECIALLY with, fattening fowls, 
make it a point to feed regularly. Fowls 
soon learn their feeding time and will 
be on hand. 

A suPpPLy of road dust to use as a dust 
bath during the winter and to scatter 
under the roosts a8 an absorbent will be 
a help. 

Ir is necessary that the hens should 
have warm, dry, comfortable quarters in 
the fall and winter if a regular supply 
of eggs is secured. 

Ir the fowls are fed for market with- 
out penning, those that are to be kept 
for breeding should be separated or they 
will soon get too fat. 

For ordinary diarrhea put a teaspoon- 
tub of chalk mixed in a tablespoonful 
of boiled milk, with a pinch of cayenne 
pepper, and give this mixture in the 
morning and at night to the affected 
bird. Do not allow other drink while 
ailing. 


Exercise is an all-important factor 
that must not be lost sigtrt of. If your 
fowls are confined to small runs, so that 
they do not get the proper amount of ex- 
ercise, their grain feed should be buried 
under straw or chaff, causing them to 
hunt it out for themselves. 


A steve is a very useful as well as 
necessary article to keep about the 
coops. The pailof ashes may seem to 
be fine enough to please the daintiest 


| hen, but sift them and sharp cinders 


will come on top and can be useful used 
about the runs. The finer ashes are, of 
course, used for dusting. If the ashes 
are mixed with dust or fine dirt, some 
claim they are better, claiming that 
wood ashes are too strong—that they 
mar the luster of the plumage. 


CROWDING the fowls in the coop may 
save space and expense of coops, but it 
results in ten per cent. of dead fowls be- 
fore they arrive at distination. A cup 
for water should be at every corner of 
the coop, and each fowl] should have 
room enough to move from one point 
in the coop to another freely. The food 
is not so important as the water, and 
unless you have water at every conve- 
nient point in the coop the fowls will 
not know where it is and can not drink, 
the consequence being that they perish
